Jobs are needed and money is 
needed. Many are begging for 
work. Ninety-nine per cent would 
rather work than be given help. 
There are plenty of odd jobs that 
need doing. A committee has been 
formed to dig them up. 

Since the relief headquarters 
opened on the 13th, up to Wed¬ 
nesday 85 had registered for em¬ 
ployment. Fifty-five full days 
work had been provided, through 
the cooperation of the city and 
contractors on city jobs, and 54 >4 
hours work at odd jobs had been 
provided nine people.

The small towns are the win¬ 
dows of the world. Here at 453 
West Manzanita avenue, sits a 
| young old man, looking out over a

I saw, back in 1857, then a desert 
waste. Frank B. Seeley, 92 years 
young, once indirectly made a 
president back in his native State, 
New York. 

With the eyes of a boy of 18. 
riding through the San Gabriel 
Valley on a mustang, he first 
saw the present site of Sierra 
Madre. 

Few Neighbors Then 
"Oh yes, I saw Sierra Madre in 
1857—that is, I saw the site of 
the present Sierra Madre,” said 
Mr. Seeley yesterday. ”1 had come , 
down from Amador county through j 
Pasadena—that is, what there 
was of Pasaderia in those days. 
We rode down through the Val¬ 
ley to Duarte where we camped 
for three months, then I went 
back to Amador. A year later I 
went back to New York. I didn't 
come back to California until 
1881. I was in Sacramento the 
day President Garfield was assas¬ 
sinated. 

"I went back to 


er, the Northern Light, at New 
York, crossed the Isthmus from 
Aspinwall, now Colon, to Panama 
by railroad, boarded the Sonora 
at Panama and arrived in San 
Francisco after a 30-day trip. The 
trip up the coast on the Sonora 
was full of thrills. 

"When I arrived at Amador at 
the ranch of my brother-in-law, 
Charles Stone, he was pl ann ing 
to send his foreman, a man 
named Baker, south to buy cat¬ 
tle.

In the early days, the tide of 
development was, perhaps, not as 
great as its beauties and its 
healthful climate merited; other 
towns fringing the mountains or 
dotting the coast held out at¬ 
tractive advantages which lured 
the settler, but Sierra Madre’s 
present comparative obscurity is 
not wholly attributable to this. 
It is more a matter of deliberate 
choice on the part of its people. 
There were things that the town 
might have done to adapt itself 
to the change and growth of its 
neighbors and so maintain, at 
least in a measure, some of this

Crime Protection 
For Sierra Madre 

/ 

Chief of Police Gordon McMil¬ 
lan, and his aids, are elated over 
the installation at City Hall of a 
radio receiving set with a hook 
up that brings into Sierra Madre 
hot off the wireless the Pasa¬ 
dena and Los Angeles broadcasts, 
j The new arrangement went into 
1 effect last Friday when George 
McRoberts installed the set. The 
next step will be to install a re- 
j ceiving set in the police car, 

"The radio broadcast idea is 
j the latest and best aid not only 
j to police efficiency but to the 
1 general protection of the nyhlir " 
said Chief McMilIan^'TWa is par^ 
ticularly true of small cities 
j Under the old method the tele- 
; phone had to be used to flash 
alarms and that required time, 
often just enough time to let the 
; guilty escape. Under his new 
method the radio broadcasts go 
over the air a minute or two af¬ 
ter a crime is committed and 
tlie police in all sections are im¬ 
mediately on the alert to nail the 
fugitives. 

"As an instance, if a crime is 
committed, say in Sierra Madre, 
we can have a broadcast sent 
out through Pasadena that will 
cover every town in the valley, 
with almost a guarantee that the 
fugitives will not escape the net. 

“Up to date we have not had 
any experience with the system 
because, of course, we have a 
law-abiding town. The reports 
coming over the wireles are 
usually about stolen cars, fugi¬ 
tive bandits, etc. We have the 
benefit, too, of the Los Angeles 
broadcast, which is on the same 
wave length as Pasadena, those 
two cities working in cooperation. 
But our broadcasts, if we have 
any, will go out from Pasadena

A LL SORTS of folks have 
suggested depression cures 
but as long as we cut the 
cake so that 4 per cent of the 
people get 96 per cent of the 
pieces there won’t be enough 
to go around.

You don’t have to go 
any farther than that to find 
the cause of depression. 

I can’t understand why men 
who already have more money 
than they can use keep trying 
to pile up more. They can’t do 
that without taking it from 
somebody else -and it is only 
a burden and a curse to them. 
Moderate wealth is a fine 
thing a just reward for in¬ 
dustry and intelligence—but 
Immoderate wealth makes a 
man hated, envied, fearful of 
bomb-throwers and cranks, of 
kidnapers, of bandits; distrust¬ 
ful of his friends.

I think it would be a fine 
thing if nobody could make 
more than $50,000 a year—if 
all they made above that was 
taken by the lncmoe tax and 
used by the government to 
provide work for the unem¬ 
ployed.

An Added Boon For Growers 
Is Public’s Use Now Of 
The Smaller Sizes

During September and the first 
two weeks of October the market 
on California oranges has shown 
a considerable advance due to de¬ 
creased competition from other 
fruits, greater interest and re¬ 
newed confidence on the part of 
the trade, and steadily increasing 
consumer demand, according to 
L. H. Wohland, assistant orange 
sales manager of the California 
Fruit Growers Exchange, the co¬ 
operative marketing over 77 per 
cent of the California citrus crop. 

An increasing demand is being 
shown throughout the country 
for small size oranges, particu¬ 
larly 252s and smaller. These 
smaller sizes represent approxi¬ 
mately 56 per cent of present Ex¬ 
change shipments and the per¬ 
centage of these sizes will con¬ 
tinue to increase throughout the 
remainder of this season. Best 
quality Sunkist 252s and smaller 
have shown an advance of ap¬ 
proximately one dollar per box 
since September 1. 

"Due to lower buying power, 
consumers want small sized 
oranges that sell at reasonable 
prices per dozen," stated Mr. 
Wohlwend, "as shown by the 
heavy demand for small sizes at 
this time, and by the fact that 
large sizes are selling much low¬ 
er than two years ago. This is in 
line with present economic con¬ 
ditions.” 

During the remainder of the 
Valencia shipping season total 
shipments of California oranges 
will be approximately 15 per cent 
less than during the same period 
in 1929, though heavier than last 
year, when a short crop was 
moved. Supplies of grapefruit and 
; oranges from Florida during the 
remainder of the California sea¬ 
son will also be considerably less 
than in 1929. Though the market 
situation appears favorable for 
the next six weeks as compared 
with two years ago, present buy¬ 
ing power is far below 1929, and 
will be reflected in average re¬ 
turns. 

Shipments of California Valen¬ 
cia oranges to October 1 have 
totaled approximately 25,000 cars, 
which is about 10 per cent less 
than shipped during the same 
period in 1929.

OUTDOOR LIVINGROOMS 


Every home can have a small 
garden that can be used as an 
outdoor living room where the 
folks can sit on pleasant days 
and have some privacy. 

Such a garden should be com¬ 
pact enough to be like a large 
room, should be screened in so 
that it can not be seen by neigh¬ 
bors or those passing by in the 
street. It should be partly shaded 
by trees and partly in the full 
sun so that one can enjoy either 
sun or shade as they please. It 
should contain an open plot of 
either lawn, bricks or tiling where 
a table and chairs or a swinging 
hammock can be placed. 

The planting should be ar¬ 
ranged so that it will be pleasing 
to the eye.

Pot up 
a few trumpets with the hya¬ 
cinths for indoor display as a 
preface to a beautiful display in 
the garden.

They are easily 
grown in water with pebbles to 
anchor the roots or in prepared 
bifer as well as in ordinary soil 
in which they flourish quite as 
well or even better than in water. 
These bunch flowered narcissi are 
the easiest to grow indoors. 

But the big trumpets grow very 
readily indoors. Potted now, the 
nose of the bulb just above the 
soil and set away to make roots 
they can be brought out in a few 
weeks to brighten up the living 
room. If the atmosphere is too 
hot and dry, none of the narcissi 
will flourish as they should. The 
buds are likely to blast. The air 
in the room should bo kept moist 
enough to please plants for the 
best health of humans dwelling 
in the same room. If the buds 
blast it is an indication that the 
air Is too dry.
